dealers are out of luck today 
because their plans to make 
a “big score” went down in 
flames late Thursday night. 
According to a spokesman 
for 
the 
Collin 
County 
Sheriff’s Dept., an unknown 
number of men were in a 
twin-engine airplane a t­ 
tempting to make an un­ 
scheduled landing at 
the 
Dallas 
North 
Airport, 
located just west of Plano. 
The plane’s pilot was 
attempting to land without 
lights 
because 
he 
was 
carrying a large cargo of 
marijuana, apparently being 
flown in from Mexico. 
However, the pilot lost 
control of the plane as he 
landed, the landing gear 
collapsed, and the plane 
crashed and caught fire, 
strewing burning marijuana 
across the runway. 
When the plane came to a 


halt, at 
least two men 
jumped out, according to a 
witness, ran to a nearby 
green pickup truck with a 
white camper top and left at 
a high rate of speed. 
Sheriff Jerry Burton and 
several deputies were called 
to the scene to investigate, 
but as yet, no additional 


information is available. 
T he 
d e p a r t m e n t a l 
spokesman said that while 
an accurate estimate on the 
amount of m arijuana is 
unavailable, “it’s going to be 
considerable, I imagine,” he 
commented. He went on to 
say that the identity of the 
men involved is not known at 


this time, but that the in­ 
vestigation is continuing. 
Another law enforcement 
source said that the pilot was 
attempting to land the plane 
downwind, 
which

tributed to the crash. Also, 
he estimated the plane’s load 
of marijuana to be in excess 
of 1000 pounds.

From Democrats 
Default Bill Expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
House Democrats said today 
they may send President 
Ford a bill containing two 
plans — his plan to help New 
York City after default and 
their own plan to avert 
default — and let him choose 
which to carry out. 


But 
in 
the 
Senate, 
Democrats don’t want to 
give Ford a choice. The 
Democratic majority on the 
Senate Banking Committee 
sent to the floor Thursday a 
bill providing $4 billion in 
federally guaranteed loans 
— the type of bill Ford said 
he will veto. One Repub­ 


lican, Robert Packwood of 
Oregon, voted for it. 
“There ain’t going to be no 
loan guarantee,” said Sen. 
John G. Tower, the panel’s 
senior Republican. “ It’s 
doomed.” He said Ford will 
not be dissuaded from using 
the veto even if the bill gets 
by a filibuster. 


A different tack is being 
taken in the House. The 
strategy there is to pass a 
single bill authorizing a $7 
billion loan guarantee — and 
also altering the bankruptcy 
laws in the way Ford has 
advocated. Ford could follow 
either course — but the onus 


would be on him if there 
were no loan guarantee, New 
York defaulted and the 
national consequences were 
adverse. 
Default 
— 
the 
city’s 
inability to pay a creditor — 
is expected to occur by mid- 
November. when a new 
round of debt becomes due. 
The city owes $12.3 billion 
and has not been able to 
borrow money to repay old 
debts for some time. 
Ford wants to do nothing 
to avert default, but to put 
the city’s financial control in 
the hands of the U.S. District 
Court in New York City if 
default occurs.

My dog “Tiny” , disap­ 
peared from my fenced-in 
backyard at the above ad­ 
dress during the afternoon of 
Thursday, Oct. 16, 1975. I 
attempted to contact the 
anim al w arden Thursday 
afternoon, but was told that 
he would not be available 
until the following morning. 
I attempted to contact 
again on Friday morning, 
but missed him.

A friend and I visited the 
pound during the noon hour 
on Friday. The pound was 
not open at that hour, but we 
managed to ga n closf ac­ 
cess to the dog runs from a 
new road being constructed 
adjacent to the pound. Each 
run was thoroughly checked. 
There were many dogs there 
but my little Tiny was not. 
Mr. Moore, the animal

My 
friend thoroughly inspected 
the run in which Tiny had 
been, however, and found it 
to be completely intact with 
no evidence of damage. That 
run was epipty, whereas 
there were nve dogs in it on 
Saturday. 
Tiny is a three-year-old 
cross 
poodle-wire 
hair 
terrier. He is mostly black 
with some tan and white 
spots. He has a readily 
identifiable top knot of silver 
gray hair which stands 
straight up. Tiny had a black 
leather collar with Plano 
license and rabies tags. The 
rabies tag number is 66-97, 
issued June 12, 1975. 
I am very upset about this 
m atter and plan to pursue it 
to its completion. Tiny was 
very dear to my Mother and 
I. He was a companion and a 
comfort to us. We have 
become extremely attached 
to our dog over the past three 
years and depended on him 
for protection. I am not 
married and alone, most of 
the time, when my Mother is 
not with me, and I depend on 
my dog to alert me of any 
danger at night. Since Tiny 
has been gone, I have no 
sense of security and get 
very little sleep at night.

D FA R SHARON — I have no remedy for wood stain 
.pots specifically, but try a paint remover such as 
turpentine. First test to see its effect on the sweater s 
fibers. Sponge turpentine on, working toward the 
center, and then apply dry cleaning fluid the safew ay. 
If the sealer used seems more like shellac, the treat 
ment for shellac stains is to apply warm alcohol with an 
eve dropper. Sponge toward the center and repeat until 
ail is gone The stain could be soaked in two parts water 
to one part alcohol. Hope one of these will help. bul do 
remember to test effect on your fabric first. — PO LLY.

GOF, Demo Heads May Quit, Too

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The last roll call has started 
for four veteran senators 
who will not seek re-election. 
Sen. John 0. Pastore of 
Rhode Island, 27 years; Sen 
S tu art 
Symington 
of 
Missouri, 
24 years; 
Sen. 
Roman Hruska of Nebraska, 
23 years; Sen. Philip A. Hart 
of Michigan, 18 years. 
There may be more as the 
time nears when incumbents 
must decide to go for another 
six-year term or voluntarily 
end their political careers. 
And in no case is the 
speculation more rife than in 
the future plans of Senate 
D em ocratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield and Republican 
Senate Leader Hugh Scott. 
The retirement of either 
Mansfield or Scott would 
lead to a bruising political 
battle in the Senate — its 


intensity doubled should 
both decide to call it quits. 
The 
two 
leadership 
positions — with their power, 
prestige, and pay — present 
a goal which more than a few 
in the Senate secretly and 
not-so-secretly covet. 
Both Mansfield and Scott 
have said they will run again 
but neither has convinced 
speculators the decision is 
final. 
Some 
feel 
an 
an ­ 
nouncement of retirement 
by either leader would un­ 
dermine his position for the 
rest of the 94th Congress and 
trigger a battle for suc­ 
cession. 
Scott, 
nearly 
75, 
and 
Mansfield, 72, appear 
in 
excellent physical condition. 
Being in the eighth decade of 
life never has been a bar to 
seeking yet another Senate 
term. 


Scott shows no signs of 
wear. Mansfield, however, 
som etim es appears more 
and more frustrated and 
irritated by the Senate. 
Mansfield — should he so 
choose — has another term 
for the asking and would be 
unanim ously 
re-elected 
leader a position he has held 
longer than any other man. 
Scott has a more difficult 
road. He faces a primary 
fight and a general election 
battle, and if he survives 
both he might be challenged 
as the GOP leader in the 
Senate. 
What if they retired? 
A s s i s t a n t 
S e n a t e 
Democratic Leader Robert 
C. Byrd is the acknowledged 
heir-apparent to Mansfield 
but the crown is not his for 
the asking. 
Byrd is considered 
a 
highly skilled technocrat 


who has taken from Man­ 
sfield the burden of the 
Senate’s daily operations. 
Even Senate liberals, who 
consider 
him 
too 
con­ 
servative, give him high 
marks for his job as whip. 
Liberal Democrats who 
like Byrd as whip but do not 
want him as the party’s 
m ajor Senate spokesm an 
will have to settle on one 
challenger. Even unity — a 
ra re phenomonen among 
liberals — m ay not be 
enough. 
Those most frequently 
m entioned 
as 
possibly 
having enough backing to 
block Byrd are Hubert H. 
Hum phrey of M innesota, 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine 
and 
Alan 
Cranston 
of 
California. 
But Mansfield said this 
week it is his “present in­ 
tention’’ to seek another 
term 
Talking 
to 
reporters 
recently, Scott indicated he 
might announce a decision in 
a mid December speech in 
Pittsburgh. 
Speculation about Scott’s 
plans heightened when a 
Philadelphia radio station 
said it had learned he would 
quit to become U.S. am ­ 
bassador to China. 
There are a number of 
Republicans who would love 
his leadership job. 
At the head of the list — by 
tradition, if nothing else — is 
the GOP whip, Robert P. 
Griffin 
of 
M ichigan, 
a 
conservative-moderate who 
is close to President Ford. 
Scott was whip when Senate 
GOP leader E verett M. 
Dirksen died. 
Neither the GOP liberals 
nor conservatives have a 
sure-fire candidate, and both 
may reach into the middle if 
they want 
to challenge 
Griffin. 
The best possibility among 
conservatives may be John 
G. Tower of Texas, chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
Senate 
Republican Policy Com­ 
mittee. The liberals don’t 
have anyone even 
that 
strong. 
Rather than Griffin, who 
has moved increasingly 
rig h t; 
or 
Tower, 
an 
unabashed conservative; the 
liberals might swing behind 
som eone like Jam es B. 
Pearson 
of 
K ansas 
or 
Howard H. Baker of Ten­ 
nessee who stick closer to 
the center.
